The manufacturer will eventually 
have to quit huaineea beeauoe be 
does harm. The cigarette fiend, de- 
privp<i of his smoker, will have some 
bad dayH and worse nights, but in 
the end he will be a better man and 
more wbdeaome individual.— Ofne^a- 
nnti I'oHf.

new things; aiul e\p(>riineuls often 
prove not only of interest to the ex- 
perimenter but to the family that 
finds itself dependent for life and 
good work on the woman who cooks 
Milk ia oae of the beat articles with 
whieb to eiperiment, aad milk aoupa 
are iiearlv hIwiivh iH'ceplalilc to all 
the family. I'tiey iiiiisl luiveu fuuiulii 
tion. Oue of the Niiiipli*Ht is made 
fron potatoea and onions. Cut up in 
thin alieea two eupaful of peeled raw 
potatoes Hiid one cupful i f pei letl 
onions; put to cook III a tpiart of 
water; let stew gently from one half 
an hour to an hour with the cover on ; 
(hen atir in one tableapoon of blotter 
niixinl smooth with two taMes|M><iiiH 
of llour, and allow to boil up; pour in 
one quart of milk, and aeaooa with 
mit and a very little pepper. It 
ahould be eaten hot, with bread or 
bieruits sliced, heated in the oven uii 
til nriap. Such a aupper is much 
better for chiMreo thaa meat, eapeo- 
iailv if tli4>y have had a cold dinner, 
such as many school chiUlreii in the 
ciHiiiiry mtuteat.
